The Whites Distance the Blacks. 
The recent federal census shows an im- 


“mense increase of the white over the colored 


voters in Virginia since 1880. A _ state 
oficer who has ‘watched the returns 
carefully has figured up the result 
in fifty-eight white counties in the state. He 
saysin these the whites have gained 97,220 
and lost 1,206, anet gain of 96,012. The ne- 
groes increased in these fifty-eight counties 
18,220 and lost 17,085, a net gain of only 235. 
In the counties having colored majorities in 
1890, the whites increased 36,725. In 
twelve of the counties having colored 
majorities in that year the whites de- 
creased 3,137, making the forty-two counties 
having colored majorities a net gain of 33,590. 
Albemarle, Campbell, Elizabeth City, Hano- 
ver, King George, Orange and Pittsylvania, 
which had colored majorities in 1880, now 
have white majorities. In seventeen counties 
of the black belt the negroes increased 26,863, 
and in twenty-five counties of the same sec- 
tion they decreased 20,248, making in the 


forty-two counties an increase of only 6,615. 


ON THE SAME LINE WITH THE BERALD. 
Representative Sayers, of Texas, the leading 
democrat on the appropriation committee, 
made a very forcible statement today. 
‘Allowing $10,000,000 as necessary to pay 
the sugar bounty during the fiscal year of 1895, 
the appropriations of, the fifty-first congress 
Will amount to $1,009,270,471.92, as compared 
With $817,963,859.80 appropriated by the fif- 
tieth congress, exceeding the latter more than 
$191,000,000.

“It will be months yet,and then only after the 
most careful and thorough examination of the 
laws enacted: by ithe fifty-first congress, 
before itcan be fully and accurately deter- 
mined to what extent the republican party has 
gone inthe expenditure of public money, the 
authorization of contracts involving large ex- 
penditures, the creation of new offices, and 
the increase of many salaries. It is sufficient 
to say,’’ concluded Mr. Sayers, ‘‘that the fifty- 
first congress has been, in such matters, with- 
out & parallel in the history of the government 
during a time of peace.” 

Johny Davenport’s Book 

There is no morginteresting piece of political 
gossip floating atound just now than the report 
whjch comes to me, on good authority, that 
John I. Davenport—he of force bill fame—is 
writing a political novel of the Tourgee type. 
Davenport was at one timea newspaper re- 
porter, and did some excellent work as a war 
correspondent. He has strong literary tastes, 
and hasalways been ambitious to make a 
name as a@writer. He also has a strong ambi- 
tion to get the force bill through, and his dis- 
appointment at its failure furnishes the inspi- 
ration forthe novel. It-is expected to earn 
for him notoriety and shekels galore, if not 
fame. 

The subject is said by one who has read the 
manuscript to be as intensely partisan as the po- 
litical methods of the author. Into it are woven 
some details designed to pay off old scores 
with several republican senators who refused 
to stand by the bill. | 

THE PLOT OF HIS BOOK. 

The story is laid in the south, and revolves 
about events happening at the national capital. 
A reign of political terror‘and intimidation is 
pictured at the south, with lurid dashes with 
night riders and kKluklux assassinations. A 
member of the New England senate emi- 
grates to Alabama and is foully murdered for 
his political opinions. A few negroes are 
massacred at the game same time, to make ft 
interesting. The. New England senatog.is 
aroused to the condition of affairs, and regis- 
ters a vow that the law shall be changed to 
prevent such things in the future. it 

Accordingly a bill similar to the one Johnny 
Davenport himself drew is introduced, and is 
ready for passage after a ranoorous debate. 
Upon the day set for its passage, the handsome 
young republican walking down Pennsy!vania 
avenue is saved from being trampled to death 
under the iron heels of a pair of infuriated 
horses by the heroism of a dashing southern 
beauty. The senator, out of gratitude to her, 
promised that he will risk his political fortunes 
and vote against the force bill. He did so, 
defeats 1t, and, of course, subsequently fell 
madly in love with and married his preserver. 
On the bridal tour to the lady’s southern home 


he is shot by a rival suitor through the heart. 


A BLOOD-CURDLING PLOT. 

As will be seen from the outline of the plot, 
the book will be blood-curdling in its nature. 
Davenport ‘‘gets in his work’’ on Wolcott and 
Stewart by a combination of character and 
circumstance. In the life of the young senator 
who defeats the bill-he is pictured as a high 
roller, and the incident in Wolcott’s life when 
he risked $10,000 on the “high card” at a faro 
table in Phil Daley’s Saratoga gambling house, 
is given with especial minuteness. The refer- 
ence to the influence of a southern girl is 
plainly aimed at Senator Stewart, who mar- 
ried a daughter of ex-Senator White, of Lou- 
isiana.° During the fight on the bill, Stewart’s 
antagonism to the measure was Charged by the 
republican press to the influence of his south- 
ern wife. 


JUDGE DUDLEY DUBOSE 


Appointed District Judge in Far Off Mon- 
tana. 

HELENA, Mont., March 8.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Dudley DuBose, formerly of Georgia, has been 
appointed judge for the tenth district court of 
Montana, by Governor Toole. 

His appointment is a well-merited one and 
meets with general favor, particularly among 
the democrats. This is the most important 
judicial district in the state, and the honor 
conferred upon Judge DuBose isa very high 
one. 

The salary is $3,500 per year. 

The district courts here are conducted in the 
same orderand have similar jurisdiction as the 
circuit courts of Georgia. 

Judge DuBose has gone rapidly to the front 
since his location here four yearsago. He en- 
tered at once into active work for the 
democracy and soon became chairman of the 
democratic executive committee of the 
county. Hesoon acquired a good practice at 
the bar and gained a cliéntage of the best busi- 
ness men of the city. Heisa staunch friend 
of Governor Toole, whois a good democrat, 
and his appointment of Mr. DuBose has been 
very favorably received on all sides.

NASHVILLE'S © SUBURBS INUNDATED. 


A Flood of Rain in Alabama—Cabins and 
Churches Blown Down in Selma~—The 
Situation in Mississippi. 


MontToomary, Ala., March 8.—[Special.]— 
The heaviest rainstorm for months has pre- 
vailed here today. During the hours from 
8 to9o’clock this morning two inches of Taina 
fell. The storm was accompanied by a great deal 
of electricity. Lightning struck the house of 
Love Morris,in the southern portion of the 
city, damaging it considerably, and severely, 
but not seriously, shocking six of the inmates. 

Salem Destroyed. 

OPELIKA, Ala., March 8.—[Special.]—Salem, 
& town twelve miles south of Opelika, in this 
county, was visited by a severe cyclone about 
11 o’clock today. Twelve or fiteen negro 
cabins and the negro Methodist church were 
blown down. The rear end of Mr. Crowder’s 
residence was blown off.

NORTH CAROLINA UNDER THE RAIN. 


The Tobacco in the Warehouses Moulding 
on Account of It. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., March 8.—[Special]— 
For the past four weeks this section of the 
state has been visited bythe largest rainfall 
for along while. The country roads are sim- 
ply impassable, and the road beds of the differ- 
ent roadgfn the state are in a bad condition, 
but are carefully watched all along the lines. 
This state of affairs has demoralized trade in @ 
great degree, as the farmers cannot get to 
town with their cotton. In the tobacco sec- 
tion the recent rains have done damage to that 
staple. That which was packed down in the 
warehouses or in the barns, is reported as 
moulding badly, and in some instances has be- 
come perfectly useless. The streains through- 
out the state are very much swollen, and 
much |more of this kind of weather will do 


much harm. 
; The Rains, in Tennessee. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March &,.—[Special.]— 
The heavy rains in this section did not cease 
until this morning at daylight. The river 
continues to advance rapidly, and at 10 o’clock 
tonight it had reached forty-six and three- 
tenths feet. This is a rise of five feet and six- 
tenths in twenty-four hours, a very considera- 
ble one, considering that the river had en- 
croached upon the lowlands along its course. 

The temperature has fallen several degrees, 
and no more rainis expected just now, but 
with that already fallen, the river will reach 
fifty-one or fifty-two feet. This will run several 
hundred families from their homes in the 
northeastern and northwestern suburbs. A 
great many have already been compelled to 
move. ‘ai 
«The ‘Savannah River. Rising. 

Avausta, Ga., March 8.—[Special.]~The 
Savannah river is on a big rise, and the water 
is coming up rapidly. At midnight it regis- 
tered twenty-six feet, two inches, and was 
rising eight inches an hour. From 11 to 12 
o’clock it rose eleven inches. It has been 
raining here steady all day, and heavy rains 
are reported up the country, which causes 
some alarm and apprehension of a freshet. 

The Missisippi Still Rising. 


Mempuis, Tenn., March 8.—The rainfall in

THE BLACK THORN COMES IN 


All Because Kitty O’Shea Charmed Mr. 
Parnell. 


QUEENSTOWN, March 8.—The steamer 
Etruria, which sailed from here today for 
New York, had among her passengers Messrs. 
James O’Kelly, John Redmond, John O’Con- 
ner and Henry Harrison, members of parlia- 
ment, who go to America to raise money as 
representatives of Parnell. The Parnellite 
crowd met with a hostile reception from the 
anti-Parnellites here. The efforts of the 
former encountered so much resistance that 
four attempts which they made to present an 
address to the delegates proved ineffectual. 
The disorder culminated in the Parnellites 
attacking their opponents with black thorns. 
The police interfered, and the Parnellites were 
finally enabied to present their address. Dele- 
gate O’Conner’s speech of thanks for the ad- 
dress was interrupted throughout. 

Successful meetings were held by the anti- 
Parnell faction of the Irish party at Hilltown 
and Lisles today. At Dundaik, the populace 
unyoked the horses and dragged Healy’s car- 
riage through the town. Parnell, on return- 
ing from Newry, through Dundalk, was groaned 
and hooted at by the people, the crowd becom- 
ing so violent that the police had to go to the 
rescue and escort Parne!! to the rail way station. 

Archbishop Croke has sent to The National 
Press, the new McCarthyite paper, a letter in 
which he strongly > ew the retention of 
Parnell as leader of the Irish party. 

Parnell Criticises McCarthy. 

DvuB.iin, March 8.—In replying today to the 
addresses from fifteen branches of the national 
league, councils an d other organizations, Mr. 
Parnell dwelt on the significance of the pres- 
ence of the deputations ‘‘from districts where 
every dastardly means had been employed to 
stifle public opinion.” He next attacked 
Justin McCarthy for “traducing the memory 
of John Mitchell in his history.’’ Mr. Parne}l 
said that, owing to the -comparative 
absence of industries in Ireland, Irish- 
men were precluded from a leading part 
in the great labor movement, but could join 
hands with the British workman to secure 
needed legislation, and thus show that the 
“protherhood of nations,’’ as regarded the 
working people, was solid between England 
and Ireland. Parnell reminded his hearers 
that the liberal party had been as active coer- 
cionists as the others. It was announced today 
that Cannon Keller would soon start for 
America on behalf of the evicted tennats. 

The Disposition of the Zetland Fund. 

DvusBiin, March 8.—The Earl of Zetland, 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, said Saturday, in 
giving a detailed account of the government 
relief works, that 10,000 persons in Clare, 
Cork, Donegal, Kerry and Mayo, were re- 
ceiving weekly nts of meal, that 10,000 
pounds sterling had been set apart to feed 
school children, and that 5,000 suits of clothing 
hsd been given out. :

WAS HE MURDERED? 


Further Facts Regarding the Murder of Dr. 
Leidermann. 


Lonpon, March 8.—Further facts have come 
to light regarding the murder of Dr. Leider- 
mann, whose body was found in a ravine near 
San Remo, and who was at first supposed 
either to have committed suicide or to, have 
fallen, by accident, into the ravine. Leider- 
mann was a German, and formerly resided in 
Manchester. 

The factselicited so far seem to indicate 
that he was murdered and then robbed. While 
at San Remo at the hotel he was joined by 
two Germans, and all three departed together 
by rail on December 30th. The evening of the 
same day the two Germans returned to the 
hotel without Leidermann. 

In response toinquiries they explained 
that Leidermann had suddenly become insane 
and had been placed in confinement in an 
asylum at Nice. That night the two Germans 
left the hotel without having given notice of 
their departure. The dead body of Dr. Leid- 
ermann was afterwards found. The police 
are inclined to think that a large gang are 
implicated in the crime. 


AN ANGRY NEWSPAPER 


Resents the Debated Annexation of Cuba 
by the United States. 


MAprRID, March 8.—The Heraldo, in an 
article protesting against the supposed scheme 
of the United States government to annex the 
island of Cuba, says that Mr. Blaine ought to 
recollect that the congress of American nations 
Plainly proved that the Spanish-Americans 
are not disposed to allow themselves to be ab- 
sorbed by the great northern republic. The 
people of Cuba, it says, are strongly Spanish, 
and are equally opposed to becoming part of 
the United States. Probably, with the ex 
ception of a few tradesmen, there is no oné on 
the island who is at all desirous of annexation. 
Spain, the Heraldo continues, would shed her 
last drop of blood in resisting any attempt to de® 
prive her of her colony, fearing neither Cuban 
revolution nor war with the Uniteed States. 


THE PANIC IS OVER, 


But the Government Will Have to Issue ® 
Large Loan. 


Buenos Ayres, March 8.—The panic in 
financial circles is over, and business will be 
resumed tomorrow. The feeling in the gold 
matket is more quiet and confidence is re- 
stored. A number of prominent merchants 
and bankers met at the government house and 
appointed a committee to decide upon the 
question whether it would be more advisable 
forthe government to issue gold notes ora 
loan. The committee decided in favor of the 
loan, to which the banks offer to subscribe 
$9,000,000. The government has decided to 
issue a loan of 100,000,000 piastres at 6 per 
centinterest. Subscriptions will open tomor- 
row. Issue price will be 75. 


FLESH EATEN BY DOGB. 


An Aged Couple in France Horribly Mur- 
dered. 


FARIS, March 8.—The ee of a terrible 
double murder comes from Tours. About a 
week ago a wealthy aged couple, named Del- 
homais, residing in that city, mysteriously dis- 

peared, and their neighbors,. ing ) 
was something wrong, notified the rte who 
forced the doors of the old couple’s house, 
when the discovery was made that a horrible 
crime had been committed. Both the man 
and his wife had been brutally murdered, and 
the house stripped of everything of value that 
could be conveniently carried away. The bod- 
ies of the aged victims presented a ghastly ap- 
pearance, the household dogs having been 
forced by hunger to feed upon the corpses, 
large portions of which had been devoured by 
the animals. No arrests made.

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Pardoned by the Khedive. 

Svuakim, March 8.—General Grenfell, com- 
mander of the Egyptian army, read to the as- 
sembiy of sheikhs from all parts of the Soudan 
yesterday the khedive’s proclamation of general 
amnesty. The proclamation was received with 
fervent cries of loyalty by the skeikbs. Gen- 
eral rejoicing followed, and in the evening the 
town was illuminated. — 


The Rival French Method. 


Paris, March 8.—The Figaro asserts that 
four deaths have occurred within five days. as 
a result of the transfusion of blood according 
to the method of Dr. Bernheim. ‘The Figaro 
declares that the Bernheim treatment is more 
dangerous than the treatment by the Koch 
method. Bernheim, however, maintains that 
he has had success in eight cases of tubercu- 
losis. 


A Fight With the Natives. 


Paris, March 8.—A dispatch from St. Lonis 
Senegal, says: The French expedition has 
had a severe battle with the natives at Diena, 
on the Nigerriver. The French carried the 
native positions, eleven sharp-shooters being 
killed and many wounded. Six hundred 
natives were killed, among them being the 
leader. 


Spain Rejects Koch’s Method. 


Maprip, March 8.—A commission of six 
medical men, appointed to investigate the 
Koch method of treating consumptives, has 
reported in favor of the total suspension of 
that form of treatment, it having been found, 
according to the committee’s report, that not 
a single cure had been effected here by the use 
of the method in question. 


Banks to Suspend Payments. 


Burnos Ayres, March 8.—The government 
has issued a decree authorizing the banks to 
suspend payments for three days. The loan 
issue will open with $25,000,000 already sub- 
scribed. The directors of both national and 
provincial banks will retire, and other radical 
changes are io be made.

BERLIN, Marchj&—It is stated that Prince Bis- 
marck, if elected to the reichstag, will support the 
government, and that the breach inthe ranks of 
radicais has reconciled Prince Bismarck to 
Chancellor yon Caprivi, since which reconcilia- 
tion the Hamburger Nachrichten’s attacks on the 
gov ernment have ceased. 


Closed the Woodcutters Out. 

PARIS, March 8.—Le Soir asserts that, under 
the pretext of avenging the insults which were 
offered to the Empress Frederick during her re- 
cent visit to Paris, the German forest guard at 
Epinal have compelied the French woodcutters to 
cross the frontier from Vexaincourt, thus depriy- 
ing them of their only means of a livelihood. 


Fired from a Carriage. 


Be.rast, March 8.—While the Belfast con- 
tingent, returning from the Newry meeting* 
was passing Tandragee station today, two 
shots were fired from a carriage, wounding 
two persons seriously. The occupants of the 
carriage were detained at Belfast. No weapon 
was found upon any of them.

WILKINSON GALL 


STILL ON THE POPULAR ROAST 
IN FLORIDA, 


AND THE UNCERTAINTY OF POLITICS 


May Bein His Favor, and Then Again It 
May Not Be So—Florida Has Only 
One Senator Now. 


Sr. AvecustTIne, Fla., March|s.—[{Special.]— 
Wilkinson Call’s second term as United States 
senator for Florida terminated with the ad- 
journment of congress on the 4th of March. 
The legislature which elects his successor does 
notsmeet until April 7th, and a vacancy, there- 
fore, exists in Florida’s delegation in the 
United States senate. This vacancy will occur 
every second and fourth year, unless the pres- 
ent constitution is amended to provide for the 
biennial sessionsof the legislature at an earlier 
period in the year, or prior to March 4th, 

WILL NOT APPOINT. 

It has been the custom heretofore for the 
governor to make an appointment temporarily 
to fill this vancancy until the legisiature 
elects, but there is nothing in the state consti- 
tution or the statutes which makes this com- 
pulsory with him. When Senator Jones’s 
term expired on March 4, 1887, Governor 
Perry appointed Judge Finley to fill the 
vacancy; but the appointee was never sworn 
in as a member of the United States senate, 
because no extra session was called that year, 
and Senator Pasco had been duly elected by 
the legislature several months before the 
convening of congress in December of 
that year. Considerable interest has 
attached to the probable action of Governor 
Fleming in this connection, and his decision in 
the matter has been anxiously awaited. He 
let one day pass by before he spoke on the 
matter, but onthe night of March 5th he au- 
thorized the publication of the following 
through the press: ‘The senate, as I under- 
stand it, sustained the claims of Senator ‘Pasco 
to his salary from the time of the expiration of 
Senater Jones’s term (March 4, 1887), thereby 
practically holding that his term dated back 
to that time.”’ 

The opposition to Senator Call now claims 
that Fleming is opposed to Call’s re-election, 
and no doubt great pressure has been brought 
to bear upon the governor to induce him to 
withhold this appointment. Of course some 
of Call’s friends complain that this action of 
the governor is a breach of his pledge made in 
1888, but the majority are content to let the 
matter rest asitis.

TURNED THE CURVE 


And Run Off the Track, Causing a Terrible 

Wreck. 
Ill., March 8.—[Special.]—The 
Jacksonville Southeastern fast passenger 
train, over the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, which left here at 1:30 this morning, 
met with a terrible accident at Havana, forty- 
one miles south of here. The train consisted 
of a baggage car, coach, chair car and two 
sleepers, and was an hour anda half late, ow- 
ing to the terrible storm which raged all 
night. 

‘At Havana the engine struck a curve at the 
switch and left the track. All tho cars fol- 
lowed, piling up in great confusion. The half 
dressed passengers clambered out of the win- 
dows and through the roof of the demolished 
carsand hastened, barefooted, through the 
sleet and over the icy roads for the nearest 
houses. Underthe engine was the fireman, 
Saddler, who was instantly killed. Engineer 
Birkenhead, of this city, one 
arm and one leg cut off. The others 
injured aret Edward Hemmell, Peoria, 
burned and badly i bruised; Walter 
Conover, Manito, Ill., left arm torn out and 
fatal injuries; Charles Mulvaney, Streeter, 
Iil., back and head crushed; will die; Miss 
Emma Bushton, St. Louis, seriously injured; 
Express Messenger Bates, of Chicago, left 
foot torn off and badly bruised; Frank P. 
Lewis, Peoria, seriously jammed in breast; 
Conductor Kennedy, who lives at# Eureka, 
Ill., and C. L. Hugges, brakeman, St. Louis, 
were also injured. 

The wreck immediately took fireand burned 
with great rapidity. It was with the utmost 
difficulty that some of the passengers were 
rsscued, and one ortwo were burned. The 
loss to the company, including death and ac- 
cident claims, will not fall short of $100,000.

And If He Is, No One Will Grieve Over It. 
A Negro on Crime Intent. 

GREENVILLE, S. C., March 8.—[Special].— 
On Friday night last as Miss Duckworth, a 
daughter of 8. J. Duckworth, of Williamston, 
8. C., went to her room to retire for the night, 
she looked under the bed and was horrified to 
find a negro man lying there, partially wrapped 
in a blanket. 

She began screaming, which attracted the 
attention of her father and several neighbors, 
who at once came to her rescue, thinking the 
house was on fire. As they went to the room, 
they met the negro coming down, but paid no 
attention to him, thinking he had been at- 
tracted by thealarm also. When they learned 
the cause of the alarm and who the negro was, 
search was immediately began forhim. He 
had been employed by Mr. Duckworth, and 
being well known, was soon captured. 

The negro, whose name is Melbern, made a 
confession, in which he admitted that he stole 
into the young lady’s room, that his intentions 
were the worst, and that he had torn part of 
the blanket into a strip, with which he in- 
tended to bind and gag her as soon as she 
was asleep. It was with considerable diffi- 
culty that a lynching was prevented and the 
negro taken to Anderson jail. It is reported 
that he was severely whipped, some saying 
that he received 500 lashes on his bare back, 
though this is believed to be an exaggeration. 

The feeling against him is very strong, and 
he may yet be lynched.

The minister of public 
works! of Brazil hasdragen upon the treasury 
for $18,000 to pay the share of that republic in 
the cost of the international railway survey. 

A dispatch from Montevideo announces that 
Russell KR. Pealer, an American citizen, has 
been appointed representative of Uruguay on 
the inter-continental railway commission.

The length of the line to be constructed from 
the Fast and West railroad at Cartersville to 
Dawsonville will be forty-six miles. Three miles 
only to grade east of Dawsonville. The remain- 
der of the distance to Gainesville is graded and 
the track laid from the Chestatee river to Gaines- 
ville, including a bridge across the Chattahoochee 
river. The total length of the line will be about 
seventy-three miles. There will be four '*-ze 
bridges, one across Etowah river northwest of 
Emerson, and one west of Canton, one at the 
Amicolola river westof Dawsonville and at the 
Chestatee river. Four small bridges will fave to 
be built, at Allatoona creek east of Emerson, and 
at Little river near Cherokee mills, Long Swamp 
creek near Tate, and at Yellow creek west of 
Dawsonville. One tunnel may be required at the 
re of the Marietta and North Georgia rail- 
road. Very little trestling will be required, but 
few large cuts and fills. 

A more direct and economical line, and one that 
will traverse a country so rich in minerals, iron, 
gold, etc., and marble of the finest quality. cannot 
be had. This proposed line will develop the 
wealth which has been hidden for ages, and 
heretofore valueless by being inaccessible to the 
outside world. 

Colonel Jones says the parties interested in 
the building of this road are men largely inter- 
ested in the iron business at Chattanooga, Bir- 
mingham and other points, and that the coms 
panies owning the large iron properties in Bar- 
tow and Cherokee, and the marble companie- 
in Pickens, are also greatly interested, and 
that it is their intention to push the completion 
of the road as fast as possible. He says sur- 
veyors will probably be put in the field within 
the next few days, and that as soon as prac- 
ticable thereafter dirt will be broken. From 
the report of Engineer Black it can be seen 
that a route through this section is very feasi- 
ble, and that there is a probability of enough 
freight to make it richly pay. Canton and 
Cherokee are very much interested in its build- 
ing, and her people are ready to do all in their 
power to push its completion through as early 
as possible.

WAS THE SUBJECT OF DR. 
MAGE’S DISCOURSE. 


TAL- 


He Takes His Text from the Ten Plague’s 
of Egypt, and Pleads forthe Over- 
throw of Iniquitous Literature. 


New York, March 8.—[{Special.]—The 


plague of pernicious literature formed the 


subject of Dr. Talmage’s sermon today, 
which was the third of a series he is preaching 
on the “Ten Piagues of the Cities.” The 
Brooklyn Academy of Music was filled in the 
morning by a dense crowd eager to hear it, 
and at night service in the New York Acade- 
my of Music the doors had to be closed long 
before the hour of service, there being no 
space available within the building for more 
hearers. So large is the number of those 
every week disappointed of gaining admission 
that the project of hiring the Madison Square 
Garden has again been revived. One citizen 
has offered to pay all the expenses if the gar- 
den can be secured, and Dr. Talmage can be 
jnduced to preach in it. The text of the 
preacher’s discourse was taken from Exodus 
viii; 6,7: “And the frogs came up and cov- 
ered the land of Egypt. And the magicians 
did so with their enchantments, and brought 
up frogs upon the land of Egypt.’’ 

There is almost a universal av 
and yet with the Egyptian they” 
they were sacred, and they w objects of 
worship while alive, and after déath they were 
embalmed, and today ther remains may be 
found among the sepulchres of Thebes. These 
creatures, $0 attractive once to the Egyptians, 
at divine behest became obnoxious and loath- 
some, and they went croaking and hopping 
and leaping into the palace of the king, and 
into the bread-trays and the couches of the 
people, and even the ovens, which now are 
uplifted above the earth and on the side of 
chimneys, but then were smal! holes in the 
earth with sunken pottery, were filled with 
frogs when the housekeepers came to look 
atthem. Ifamansat down to eat, a frog 
alighted on his plate. If he attempted to 
put on a shoe, it was preoccupied by a frog. If 
he attempted to put his head upon a pillow, it 
had been taken } permit of by afrog. Frogs 
high and low and everywhere ; loathsome frogs, 
slimy frogs, besieging frogs, innu'nerable frogs, 
great plague of frogs. What made the matter 
worse, the magicians said there wasno miracle 
in this, and they could by sleight-of-hand pro- 
duce the same thing, and they seemed to suc- 
ceed, for by sleight-of-hand wonders may be 
wrought. After Moses had thrown down his 
staff and by miracle it became a serpent, and 
then he took hold of it and by miracle it again 
became a staff, the serpent charmers imitated 
the same thing and, knowing that there 
were serpents in Egypt, which by a peculiar 
pressure on the neck would become 
as rigid asa stick of wood, they seemed to 
change the serpent into the staff, and then, 
throwing it down, the staff became the serpent. 
So likewise these magicians tried to imitate 
the plague of frogs, and perhaps by smell of 
f aitracting a ‘great number of them to 
acertain point, or by shaking them out from 
a hidden place, the magicians seemed some- 
times to accoinplish the same miracle. While 
these magicians made the plague worse, none 
of them tried to makeit better. ‘Frogs came 
up and covered the land of Egpt, and the 
magicians did so with their enchantment, and 
brought up frogs upon the land of Egypt.’’ 

Now, that piague of frogs has come back 
upon theearth. It is abroad today. It is 
smiting this nation. It comes in the shape of 
corrupt literature. These frogs hop into the 
store, the shop, the office, the banking house, 
the factory—into the home, into the cellar, 
into the garret, on the drawing room table, on 
the shelf of the library. While the lad is 
reading the bad book the teacher's face is 
turned the other way. Oneof these frogs hops 
upon the page. While the young woman 1s 
reading the forbidden novelette after retiring 
at night, reading by gaslight,one of these frogs 
leaps upon the page. Indeed, they have 
hopped upon the newsstands of the country, 
and the mails at the postoflice shake 
outin the letter-trough hundreds of them. 
The plauge has taken at different times pos- 
session of this country. Itis one of the most 
loathsome, one of the most frightful, one of the 
most yhastiy of the ten plagues of oumz modern 
cities. There is a vast number of books and 
newspapers printed pgs weeny which ought 
never to see the light. hey are filled with a 
pestilence that makes the land ewelter with a 
moral epidemic. The greatest blessing that 
ever came to this na ion is that of an elevated 
literature, and the greatest scourge has been 
that of unclean literature. This last has its 
victims in all occupations and departments. It 
has helped to till insane asylums and peniten- 
tiaries and almshouses and dens of shame. 
The bodies of this infection lie in the hospitals 
and in the graves, while their souls are being 
tossed over into a lost eternity, 
an avalance of horror and _ despair. 
The London plague was nothing to it. That 
counted its victims by thousands, but this 
modern pest has already shoveled its millions 
into the charnel house of ‘the morally dead. 
The longest rail train that ever ran over the 
Erie or Hudson tracks was not long enough 
nor large enough to carry the beastliness and 
the putrefaction which have been gathered up 
in bad books and newspapers of this land in 
the last twenty years. The literature of a 
nation decides the fate of a nation. Good 
books, good morals. Bad books. bad morals. 

I begin with the lowest of all the literature, 
that which does not even pretend to be re- 
spectable—from cover to cover a blotch of lep- 
rosy. There are many whose entire business 
it is to dispose of that kind of literature. They 
display it before the schoolboy on his way 
home. They ge+ the catalogues of schools and 
colleges, take the names and postotiice ad- 
dresses, and send their advertisements and 
their circulars and their pamphlets and their 
books to every ove of them. 

In the possession of these dealers in bad lit- 
erature were found 900,000 names and post- 
office addresses, to whom it was thought it 
might be protitable to send these corrupt things. 
In the year 1873, there were 165 establishments 
engaged in pubiishing cheap, corrupt litera- 
ture. From one publishing house there went 
out twenty different styles of corrupt books. 
Although over thirty tons of vile literature 
have been destroyed by the Society for the Sup- 
sression of Vice, still there is enough of it left 
in this country to bring down upon us the thun- 
derbolts of an incensed God.

States against the transmission of corrupt 
literature through the mails—a grand law, a 
potent law, a Christian law—and under that 
law multitudes of these scoundrels have been 
arrested, their property confiscated, and they 
themselves thrown into the penitentiaries, 
where they belong. 

Now, my friends, how are we to war against 
this corrupt literature, and how are the frogs 
of this Egyptian plague to be slain ? First of 
all, by the prompt and inexorable execution of 
the law. t all good postmasters and United 
States district attorneys, and detectives and 
reformers concert in their action to stop this 

lague. When Sir Rowland Hill spent his 
ife in trying to secure cheap postage not only 
for England, but for all the world, and to open 
the blessing of the postoftice to all honest busi- 
ness and to all messages of charity, and kind- 
ness, and affection, for all healthful inter- 
communication, he did not mean to make vice 
easy or to fili the mailbags of the United 
States with thescabs of such a leprosy.

Terror has seized 
upon the publishers and the dealers in imnpure 
literature, from the fact that over a thousand 
arrests have been made, and the aggregate 
time for which the convicted have been sel- 
tenced to the prison is over one hundred and 
ninety years, and from the fact that about two 
million of their circulars have been destroyed, 
— business is not as profitable as it used 

How have so many of the news-stands of our 
great cities been purified? How has so much 
of this iniquity been balked? By moral 
suasion? Oh, no. You might as well go into 
@ jungie of the East Indies and pata cobra on 
the neck, and with profound argument try to 
persuade it that itis morally wrong to bite and 
to sting and to poison anything. The only 
answer to your argument would be an uplifted 
head and a hiss, and a sharp, reeking tooth 
struck into your arteries. The only arguwent 
fora cobraisa shotgun, and the only argu- 
ment for these dealers in impure literature is 
the clutch of the pol.ce and bean soup ina 
penitentiary. Thelaw! Thelaw! lTinvoke 
to consuinmate the work‘’so grandly begun! 

Another way in which we are to drive back 
this plague of Egyptian frogs is by filling the 
minds of our young people with a healthful 
literature. Ido not mean-to say that all the 
books and newspapers in our families ought to 
be religious books and newspapers, or that 
every song ought to’be sung to the tune of 
“Old Hundred.’”” I have nosympathy with 
the attempt to make the young old. I would 
rather join ina crusade to keep the young 
young. Boyhood and girlhood must not 
abbreviated. But there are good books, good 
histories, good biographies, good works of fic- 
tion, good books of al! styles with «hich we 
are to fill the minds of the young, so that 
there will be no more room for the useless and 
the vicious than there is room for chaff in a 
bushel measure which is already filled with 
Michigan wheat. 

_ Why are 50 percent of the criminalsin the 
jails and penitentiaries of the United States 
today under twenty-one years of age? Many 
of them under seventeen, under sixteen, under 
fifteen, under fourteen, under thirteen. Walk 
along one of the corridors of the Tombs prison 
in New York and louok for yourselves. Bad 
books, bad newspaper, bewitched them as soon 
as they got out-of the cradle. Beware of all 
those stories which end wrong. Beware 
all those books which makes the 
that ends in perdition seem to 
in paradise. Do not glorify the 
dirk and the pistol. Donot call the desperado 
brave or the libertine gallant. Teach 
our young people that if they go down into the 
Swamps and marshes to watch the jack-o’- 
lanterns danze on the decay and rvttenness, 
they will catch tue malaria and death. 

“‘Oh!’’ says some one, ‘‘Iama business man, 
and I have no time to examine what my chil- 
dren read. I have no time toinspect the books 
that come into my household.’”’ If your chil- 
dren were threatened with typhoid fever, 
would you have time to go for the doctor? 
Would you have time to watch the progress of 
the disease? Would you have time for the 
funeral? In the presence of my God, I warn 
you of the fact that vour children are threat- 
ened with moral and spiritual typhoid, and 
that, unless the thing be stopped, it will be to 
them funeral of body, funera) of mind, funeral 
of soul. Three funerals in one day. 

My word is to this vast multitude of young 
peopee: Do not touch, do not borrow, do not 

uy a corrupt book or a corrupt picture. A 
book will decide a man’s destiny for good or 
forevil. The book you read yesterday may 
have decided you for time and for eternity, or 
it may be a book that may come into your pos- 
session tomorrow. 

A good book—who can exaggerate its power? 
Benjamin Franklin said that his reading of 
Cotton Mather’s ‘*‘Essays To Do Good,” in 
childhood gave him holy aspirations for the 
rest of his life. George Law declared that a 
biography he read in childhood gave him 
all his subsequent prosperities. A clergy- 
man, Many years ago, passing to the 
far west, stopped at a hotel. He saw 
&@ woman copying something from Dod- 
dridge’s ‘‘Rise and Progress."’ It seemed 
that she had borrowed the book, and 
there were some things she wanted especially 
to remember. The clergyman had in his 
satchel a copy of Doddridge’s Rise and Pro- 

ress, and so he made her a present of it. 

hirty years passed on. The clergyman came 
that way, and he asked where the woman was 
whom he had seen long ago. Theysaid: ‘‘She 
lives yonder in that beautiful house.” -He 
went there and said'to her: ‘‘Do you remem- 
ber me?” She said: ‘No, I do not.’”’ He 
said: ‘‘Do you remember a man gave you 
Doddridge’s Rise and Progress, thirty years 
ago?’’

He would loan it 
only tifteen minutes and then I had to give it 
back; but that book has haunted me likea 
spectre ever since. I have in agony of soul, 
on my knees before God, prayed that he 
would obliterate from my soul the memory 
of it, but I shall carry 
damage of it until the day of my 
death.’”? The assassin of Sir William Russell 
declared that he got the inspiration for his 
crime by reading what was then a new and 


popular novel, Jack Sheppard. Homer’s Iliad 
‘made Alexander the warrior. 


Alexander said 
so. The story of Alexander made Julius 
Cresar and Charles XII, both men of blood. 
Have you in your pocket, or in your trunk, 
or in your desk at business a bad book, a bad 
picture, a bad pamphlet? In God’s name, I 
warn you to destroy it. 

Another way in which we shall fight back 
this corrupt literature and kill the frogs of 
Egypt is by rolling over them the Christian 
printing press, which shall give plenty of 
healthful reading to all adults. All these 
men and women are reading.men and women. 
What are you reading? Abstain from all 
those books which, while they had some good 
things about them, have also an admixture of 
evil. You have are books that had two 
elements in them—the good and the bad. 
Which struck you? Thebad! The heart of 
most people is like a sieve, which lets the 
small particles of gold fall through, but kee 
the great cinders. Once in awhile there is 
@ mind like a loadstone, which, plunged 
amid steel and brass filings, gathers up the 
steel and repels the brass. But it is 
generally just the oppesite. If you attempt to 
lunge through afence of burrs to get one 
Sinckberty, you will get more burrs than 
blackberries. You cannot afford to read a bad 
book, however good youare. You say: *‘The 
influence is insignificant.’”’ I tell you that the 
scratch of a pin has sometimes produced the 
lock-jaw. Alas, if through curiosity, as many 
do, you pry into an evil book, your curiosity is 
as dangerous as thatof the man who would 


take a torch into a gunpowder mill merely to | 
see whether it would really blow up or not. | 
In a menagerie, aman pat his arm through | 


the bars of a black leopard’scage. The ani- 
mal’s hide looked so sieek, and bright and 
beautiful. He just stroked it once. The

Ex- 
amine the paper aud estimate the progress 
made from the time of the im pressions on Clay, 
and then on to the bark of trees, and from the 
bark of trees to papyrus, and from papyrus to 
the hide of wild beasts, and from the hide of 
wild beasts on down until the miracles of our 
modern paper manufactories, and then see the 
paper, white and pure as an infant’s soul wait- 
ing for God’s inscription. A book! 
Examine the type of it. Examine 
the printing of it and see the progress 


from the time when Solon’s laws were written 


on oak planks and Hesiod’s ins were Writ- 
ten on tabies of lead, and the Siniatic com- 
mands were written on tabies of stone, on 
down to Hoe’s perfecting printing press. A 
book! It took all the universities of the past, 
all the martyr fires, all the civilizations, all 
the batties, all the victories, all the defeats, 
all the glooms, all the brightnesses, all the cen- 
turies to make it possible. A book! Itis the 
chorus of the ages—it is the drawing room in 
which kings and queens and orators and poets 
and historians and philosophers come out to 
_ you. If I worshiped anything on earth 

would worship that. I 
burned incense to any idol I would 
build an altar to that. Thank God for good 
books, healthful books, inspiring books, 

Christian ‘books, books of men, books of 
women, Book of God. It is with thesegood 
books that we are to overcome corrupt litera- 
ture. Upon the frogs swoop with these eagles. 
I depend much for the overthow of iniquitous 
literature npon the morality of books. Even 
good books have a hard struggle to live. 
Polybius wrote forty book; only tive of them 
left. Thirty books of Tacitus have perished. 
Livy wrote 140 bookss; only thirty-five of them 
remain. Aschylus wrote 100 dramas; 
only seven remain. Euripides wrote 
over a hundred; only nineteen remain. Varro 
wrote the biographies of over seven hundred 
great Romans. All that wealth of biography 
has perished. If good and valuable books 
have such astruggle to live, what must be the 
fate of those that are diseased and corrupt 
and blasted atthe very start? They will die 
as the frogs when the Lord turned back the 
plague. The work of Christianization will go on 
until there wil] be nothing left but good books, 
and they will take the supremacy of the 
world. May youand I live to see the illus 
rious day! 

Against every bad pamphlet send a good 
pamphiet; against every unclean picture send 
an innocent picture; against every scurrillous 
song send a Christian song; against every bad 
book send a good book; and then it will be as 
it was in ancient Toledo, where the Toletum 
missals were kept by the saints in six 
churches, and the sacrilegious Romans de- 
manded that those missals be destroyed, and 
that the Roman missals be substituted; and 
the war came on, and [ am glad to-say that 
the whole matter having been referred to 
champions, the champion of the Toletum 
missals with one blow brought down the cham- 
pionofthe Roman missals.

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It Was a Mistake. 

Among other serious mistakes made by 
the late congress was its failure to pass a 
bankruptcy bill. 

Without endorsing all the provisions of the 
Torrey bill, we do not hesitate to say that it 
was aimed in the right direction, and, with 
a few changes, it would have been a measure 
well adapted to meet the wants of the busi- 
ness world. 

The idea that such a Jaw is only needed in 
times of great distress is altogether erroneous. 
In England the bankruptcy statute is con- 
sidered about as permanent and blessed a 
thing as the British constitution itself. So 
far from working to the benefit of dishonest 
business men, this law in Engiand has 
greatly aided creditors, as well as debtors, 
and has largely contributed to the prosperity 
of the commercial world. 

Sooner or later we must have such a law 
In the United States. As matters stand at 
present, with our assignments, homesteads, 
dishonest preferences, and other shifts, a 
merchant, when he finds himself hopelessly 
embarrassed, feels tempted to defraud his 
creditors or cut his throat. He knows that 
tmere is small chance of being given credit 
for an honest failure. Now, undera judi- 
cious bankruptcy act, such a man would 
deliver himself and his property into the 
hands of the court, and, after the trouble 
was over, he would be able to get on his feet 
again and resume business. 

When the next congress convenes a 
democratic house will see toit that this 
much-needed measure is placed on the 
statute books. 


Dark Days. 

Saturday and Sunday were two remarka- 
bly dark days in this vicinity, but nobody 
felt disturbed or alarmed. 

In some localities in the southwest, how- 
ever, the phenomena made people decidedly 
uneasy. The negroes in many places were 
terrified, and remained in the open air shout- 
ing and praying, while their white neigh- 
bors feit anything but serene over the situa- 
tion. 

So far as heard from the darkness was not 
general, but was confined to small local 
areas. It was unpleasant, uncanny and op- 
pressive, but not by any means appalling. 

Generations ago such a phenomenon 
would have scared people into fits. The 
Connecticut legislature was in session more 
than a century ago, when a dark cloud en- 
veloped it at midday. The frightened 
members clamored for an adjournment, and 
one speaker declared that the day of judgment 
had come. One of his bolder colleagues 
_ yesisted the motion to adjourn, and de- 
manded candles, saying that if they were 
indeed face to face with that awful day he 
wanted to be found at his post doing his 
duty. His coolness quieted the fears of the 
others. Lights were brought in, business 
proceeded, and the cloud blew over. 

Unusual natural disturbances in these 
times do not make men lose their heads. 
They gaze and investigate. It never strikes 
them that the world is coming to an end. 
The brother in black is the chief sufferer 
from the fear inspired by such scenes. 
Does this mean that we are growing wiser 
and more scientific? or does it mean that 
our spirituality is blunted so that a warning 
in the skies has no significance ?

| aluminum, about 95 per cent pure. It is pro- 
duced go cheaply that it can be sold at 15 
centsa pound. Mr. Tollman holds back a 
secret concerning the flux used to precipitate 
the metal. When he gets through with his 
experiments, in about three months, he ex- 
pects to produce this glittering metal ata 
cost of 5 cents a pound. 

Such talk is well calculated to spread the 
new craze. But we have heard such tales 
before. It is to be feared that poor Mr. 
Tollman will share the disappointment of 
the searchers after the philosopher’s stone 
and the inventors of perpetual motion 
machines. 

And yet there ought to be a way of pro- 
ducing cheap aluminum. Thisvery remark, 
by the way, shows what a strong hold the 
dazzling scheme has upon the average mind. 


Ingalls asa Prophet. 

Ex-Senator Ingalls, having dropped out of 
politics with a dull thud, is now beginning 
to study the situation in sober earnest. 

In his latest deliverance, a newspaper 
article over his signature, Mr. 
that the separation between the east and the 
west is perceptible, and may become com- 
plete. 

The ex-senator now sees, or thinks he 
sees, great changes coming in our politics. 
He declares that the differences between the 
east and the west result from environment, 
and are perhaps fundamental. The agri- 
cultural movement now going on in the 
_southern and western states is not casual, 
sporadic or temporary. So far it is defensive, 
but it may becOme vigorously aggressive. It 
is. the organization of the agricultural, labor- 
ing and producing classes for their own pro- 
tection. Against such a powerful mass the 
only weapons that can avail are reason, argu- 
ment and compromise. Denunciation, deri- 
sion and ridicule certainly will not do. 

Kast of the Alleghenies this great move- 
ment, so far from being understood, is re- 
garded with amused or patronizing interest, 
But the men who take this view of it show 
a fatal lack of penetration. Already the 
farmers have learned the lesson of the 
supremacy of numbers, and the power of 
combination. The mere fact that they are 
in the majority has made their organization 
spread like wildfire. It is rapidly overrun- 
ning the northwest. Ohio now has 30,000 
organized farmers, and it is predicted that 
there will be 300,000 before the close of the 
year. 

Mr. Ingalls has been -a close student of 
history, but he admits that the result can- 
not be foretold. There is no precedent to 
guide us, although.it is an old problem. 
When they had similar troubles in Sparta 
and Rome the people obtained a division of 
the real estate, but we find no precedents to 
apply to the present situation, because we 
are trying a unique experiment of self-gov- 
ernment. Possibly there wil! be structural 
or organic changes in our governmental sys- 
tem. .The supreme court placed a deadly 
revolutionary weapon in the hands of the 
majority when it decided that taxation need 
not be for revenue only, but might be made 
a power to destroy. 

And yet the Kansas statesman is disposed 
to be hopefnl. Recognizing the good judg- 
ment and honesty of the farmers, he is dis- 
posed to believe that the impracticable ex- 
tremists among them will be sent to the 


rear. Of the situation inthe west he says: 

The demand is for more circulating medium, 
lower taxation, tariff reduction and restriction of 
corporate powers. The agitation and discontent 
have been reinforced by bad crops, unpropitious 
seasons, debts and low prices. An element that 
can not be overlooked is the dull, brutal and 
vulgar insolence and ostentation of the million- 
aires. They are vulnerable. They have not been 
as sagacious in the use of wealth as they have in 
its acquisition. ‘On this particular phase of the 
question much might be said, for it would be idle 


than a fool with nothing but poverty’to back up 
his folly. When the day of rigid reckoning comes 
it will be seen that the existing clique of sordid, 
sillyand ambitious millionaires is suggestively 


ing upon the passions of the poor. 

At one time Mr. Ingalls thought that the 
south and west would inevitably join hands, 
but he now thinks that such an alliance 
may be prevented. His hope is that the re- 
publicans will go far enough in a policy of 
conciliation and compromise to hold the 
west, while the south and her democratic 
allies in the northeast will be driven to take 
and hold an extreme economic position. 
There is something altogether too vague and 
hazy in this to make a positive impression, 
and the thoughtful reader will doubtless con- 
clude that the puzzled prophet showed to 
better advantage in the first part of his 
article, when he gave an outline of the 
situation, and called attention to the differ- 
ences which are drawing the east and the 
west apart. Summed up in plain English, 
this elaborate attempt at prophecy amounts 
simply to the statement that the farmers’ 
movement will probably accomplish some- 
thing of importance, but just what that 
something will be no man can foretell. 


A Comedy of Errors, 

It is amusing to read the record of the 
late republican congress in the columns of 
republican newspapers! They have not 
one word of criticism for any of its acts, 
but have whitewashed its black history in 
true partisan fashion. Reed isa hero still, 
who retires from his high office in glory and 
honor; and the whole notorious horde, of 
which he was the reckless leader, are lav- 
ishly lathered with praise! 

It was not expected, of course, that these 
newspapers would condemn the republican 
record; it is their duty to bolster it up as 
best they can; but to laud it as they are 
doing—to pronounce that record perfect in 
every particular, holding it up in apparent 
triumph before the people—is sublime impu- 
dence, to say the least. 

But the newspapers are not alone in this:

They do not particularize in 
speaking of this work; they make one 
mouthful of it by affirming that the last 
congress has never had an equal in the his- 
tory of the country.

The Cotton Situation. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in a 
review of the overland movement, marketing, 
etc., of cotton for the six months ending 
February 28th, states that we can already 
see 7,382,124 bales of the crop of 1890-91, 
an increase over the six months of last sea- 
son of 672,109 bales,.and an excess. over the 
total crop of 1889-90 of 68,398 bales. 

‘The movement of the crop for the week 
ending Friday night, reached in total re- 
ceipts 112,579 bales, against 126,896 bales 
last week, and 124,254 bales the previous 
week, making the total receipts since the 
[st of September, 1890, 5,921,971 bales, 
against 5,436,023 balesfor the same period 
of 1889-90, showing an increase since Sep- 
tember 1, 1890, of 485,948 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
145,581 bales. 

The speculation in cotton for future de 
livery at New York was fairly active for the 
first half of the week under review, but at 
sharply declining prices, the lowest figures 
on Tuesday showing areduction from the 
previous Friday for this crop of 15 to17 
points. The next crop was less depressed, 
and it has been an anomaly never before 
seen since the dealings in futures as now 
conducted were bugun, that August con- 
tracts sold below those for October. The 
better support of the next crop has been due 
to the belief that the current low prices of 
cotton and some other influences—the deare 
ness of corn, for example—will cause the 
acreage planted for the next crop to be re- 
duced, or at least not further increased. On 
Monday the great excess over last year in 
the movement of the crop at the interior 
towns as well as at the ports, together with 
the excess of the visible supply, led the 
bears to put out short contracts with more 
freedom than they had done in several weeks, 
On Tuesday afternoon and Wednesday 
morning, when Liverpool reported a small 
advance, there was buying to cover contracts, 
which caused a partiai recovery of the recent 
decline; but when this demand was met 
prices again declined. On Thursday there 
was a slightly firmer market on a demand to 
cover contracts, due to Liverpool showing 
mvure steadiness than bears expected, but 
the buying was limited to that interest, 
Friday a firmer opening, in response to @ 
stronger report from Liverpool, was quickly 
turned to depression when that market lost 
the early advance. The general selling, the 
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result of bulls losing confidence, caused an . 


important decline. The close, however, 


out leading to any improvement in business, 
Friday the market was dull at 8ic for mid- 
dling uplands. 

The total sales for forward delivery for 
the week are 537,800 bales. For immediate 
delivery the sales foot up this week 731 
bales. 

There is an increase of cotton in sight of 
637,068 bales as' compared with the same 
date of 1890, an increase of 800,958 bales as 
compared with the corresponding date of 
1889, and an increase of 612,994 bales as 
compared with 1888. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1890, are 6,274,513 bales; 
in 1889-90, were 5,620,557 bales; in 1888-89, 
were 5,241,592 bales. The receipts at the 
outports last week were 112,579 bales, but 
the actual movement from the plantations 


was only 100,432 bales, the balance being 


taken from the stocks at theinterior towns, 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
were for the same week 37,553 bales, and 
and for 1889 they were 56,668 bales. 

Telegraphic advices from the south indi- 
cate that during the past week the weather 
has been quite favorable, as a rule, and the 
marketing of the crop has made good pro- 
gress.

At the Y. M. C. A. 

The attendance of young men at the men’s 
mecting under thé apspices of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association yesterday afternoon was 
pomparatively large, considering the weather, 
and as usual, there were present persens from 
all parts of the country, who have joined the 
local body through affiliation with outside 
associations. 

The feature of the meeting was an address 
by Governor Northen on ‘‘Courage,’’ and he 
yhought it a most appropriate subject upon 
which totalk to young men, especially those 
livinginastrange city, surrounded by thousands 
of temptations and away from the influence of 
home and friends. 

Courage, he said, is firmness in the presence 
of danger. Moral courage is as far beyond 
physical courage in its heroism as the value of 
the soul is above the price of the body. It is 
not to be understood that physical courage is 
not true courage. The world is full of 
splendid examples of physical courage that 
command the admiration and honor of good 
men. 

He gave an illustration of a vessel on fire 
just before reaching port, when consternation 
seized the crew and confusion made wild the 
passengers, when the man stood at the wheel, 
firm in the midst of danger, under the loud 
calls of the captain, who bade him be brave 
in the hour of death, until, his hand blistered 
by heat and his body burned to a crisp, 
he fell in his place of duty, an 
uncrowned hero—a splendid example of phys- 
ical courage. Outside of the Bible, in the 
books possibly, the life of Martin Luther gives 
us the best examples of moral courage. When 
asked by the council as it called his attention 
to his writings, if he would revoke what he 
had written, he replied: ‘Since yourimperial 
majesty and your highness ask me fora short 
and plain answer, I will give you one without 
teeth and horns: Except I can be convinced 
by holy scriptures or by clear and indisputa- 
ble reasons that I am wrong, I neither can nor 
Will revoke anything I have written.”’ 

Moral courage is that grace that helps us to 
do right in the face of criticism and opposition 
and abuse. The great fundamental idea must 
be that all Christian life isa warfare. Every 
day and every hour there must be a struggle 
for moral supremacy and for the absolute sub- 
jection of evil and wickedness and sin. 

On the one hand is arrayed _ the 
world, the flesh and the devil. The world 
with its attractions, its pleasures, its sins, its 
allurements and its sorrows, makes the great 
field forces in this conflict. The flesh, seeking 
its indulgence, its gratification and its wicked 
purposes, is the lieutenant in command, and 
the devil in imperial pomp and power is the 
general commanding the tield. 

On the other side is a poor,struggling human 
soul in fear and in doubt as to its power to 
cope with these great odds. Buton this side 
the grace of God is the lieutenant in command 
and Christ himself is the captain of our salva- 
tion. 

He spoke of the temptations of life and the 
strong evil influences of society agid the 
great need for courage to resistthem. He 
made a special appeal to young men to fortify 
themselves against the evils and sins peculiar 
to city life and city society. He warned them 
to be strong against undue methods in business 
and not to listen to the tempter 
who would lead them away from 
absolute right. He said the world 
presented its forces in social evils, in business 
methods and political or governmental iniquity. 
Noman can afford to sacrifice right and duty for 
Social position, business success or political 
Place. Let the world criticise, but be strong 
and have good courage to do right. Let the 
world oppose and fight and dbuse if need be, 
but be strong and do right. Though society 
and wickedness as we find it in the world, lash 
us with scorpions, be strong and do right. 

Courage in one fightand cowardice in an- 
other would not make a victory for Christ and 
for God.

He then 
took the character of Christ as delineated in 
these histories and went to the length of giv- 
ing the opinions formed of it o such free 
thinkers as Eward, the German philosopher, 
aud Kenan. He also read that part of John 
Stewart Miils’s estimate of .Christ’s character, 
where he states that while looking at Christ 
simply as a man, he was forced to admit that he 
Was @ unique figure standing far apart from 
all those who went before him, and all who 
came after him; of sublime genius, and also 
that in him were combined the attributes of 
the greatest moral reformer the world had 
ever seen, 

Mr. Barrett then showed that all these free 
thinkers united in estimating the three lead- 
ing characteristics of Christ as 
being _ sincerity, humility and un- 
seltishness. This point once ‘gained, he 
went on to prove conclusively that the claims 
made by Christ, if they were unfounded, on 
actual fact, would have been entirely at vari- 
ance with each andevery one of these charac- 
tertstics. He concluded by stating that if 
Christ was not God he was not good; that if 
His claims were not true claims He must have 
been a man full of variety and ambition, and 
for over 1300 years a great part of the world 
had been following a delusive shadow. 
That such a thing were possible, Mr. 
Barrett absolutely denied. He held 
Christ up to the congregation as their divine 
Master, and assured them that, though by fol- 


-lowing Him they might have to suffer depri- 


vations and undergo trials, they would never 
have to do anything that would not be for 
their soul’s welfare.

INPROVEMENTS ON THE WESTERN 
AND ATLANTIC. 


When Is the East Tennessee Coming Into 
the Union Depot?—Other News of Gen- 
eral Interest to Railroad Men. 


Local railroad rumors follow each other in 
rapid succession these days. The latest is to 
the offect that the Western and Atlantic road 
contémplates the wholesale discharge of con- 
ductors, engineers, firemen and train hands on 
its ine. The officials of the road say there is 
absolutely no truth in the rumor. 

It is wetl knownithat the new lessees of the 
Western and Atlantic contemplate the ex- 
penditure of $500,000 during the next year 
and a half inimprovements on the road. They 
will include uew engines, box cars and 
coaches, new rail over the greater partof the 
road, and the renewal of nearly al! the bridges 
between here and Chattanooga. The work of re- 
placing the rails and renewing the bridges is 
being carried on as rapidly as possible. Twenty 
new engines, heavier than any now on the 
road, were purchased some weeks ago and are 
now in use on the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis road. As soon as the bridges 
on the Western and Atlantic are put 
in shape to stand heavy _traftic, 
these twenty engines will be trans- 
ferred to the latterroad and the displaced en- 
gines will be sold or rented to other roads. The 
new engines are heavier and more powerful 
than apy now used on the Western and Atlan- 
tic road, and as fewer of them will be required, 
there wil! be, it is thought, a reduction in the 
working force of freight engineers, conductors, 
fireinen and train hands. 

The ofticers say, however, that a wholesale 
discharge is out of the question, as every man 
now on the road is a‘good one, Only such re- 
duction will be made as is absolutely neces- 
gary t© make the supply reach the demand. 

The East Tennessee trains will not, contrary 
to all expectation, eriterthe union depot to- 
day. The very pertinent question now arises in 
the minds of the public generally, Whatis tho 
reascn therefor, and when will they come in? 


All regular passenger schedules on the East 
Tennessee road were resumed last night, which 
means that the tunnel! at Braswel) is repaired 
and everything is once more O. K. 


From The Jacksonville, Fla., Metropolis. 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION speaks of Mr. G. 
N. Saussy as superintendent of the Silver Springs, 
Ocala and Gulf railroad from Ocala to Homosassa. 
This is a mistake, although Captain Saussy is 
competent to fill any pusition, evento the presi- 
dency of the road. He is the efficient general 
ticket agent of the road, and to his widespread 
popularity and efficiency the line is due for much 
of itsincreasing basiness. Captain Saussy be- 
longs to a family of Georgia boys who are ‘“hust- 
lers’’ in business. 

The receivers of the Atlantic and Danville 
Railroad Company have been empowered by 
the United States court to issue certificates of 
indebtedness amounting to $250,000, to be ex- 
pended for betterments and other purposes. 


The Macon and Dublin railroad is now 
built fifteen miles out of Macon, and the 
track-laying gang has reached Fitzgerald. 
The builders of the road expect to make very 
rapid progress when they get fully started lay- 
ing rails on the old grade. 

A special meeting of the Morristown and 
Cumberland Gap road will be held at Morris- 
town, Tenn., April 9th, to act upon a proposed 
increase of capital stock. 

The annual meeting of the Kentucky Cen- 
tral road will be held at Covington, Ky., on 
March 17th. 


The projectots of the Waycross Air-Line 
have secured, by purchase or option, every 
availab'e piece of property in the city of St. 
Mary’s, Ga., showing that they intend to porfit 
by the increased values that will follow the 
road’s advent into that section. 


A Monon official has devised a railroad 
ticket which it will be impossible to, scalp. 
His idea is to use a neatly engraved ticket 
worth so much money; if not usedin whole or 
part to be redeemable at any ticket oftice of 
the company issuing the same. The sum of 
the fares between any points on the line shall 
be plainly prmted on the ticket, and it would 
then be no dMfect to seli the ticket to a scalper, 
as the owner could get the face of it by presen- 
tation at any ticket office. The system might 
be expensive at first, but it commends itself on 
the grounds of justice. A joint ticket, good 
for use over any and all roads, is all that 
is needed to make the plan a perfect one. 

The Roanoke and Southern road is about to 
build an extension with the object in view \of 
tapping the Seaboard Air-Line at some point 
to give it an outlet. At Catawba Junction it 
would tap both the Seaboard Air-Line and the 
Three C’s, giving it an outlet to Charleston 
and Atlanta. 

It is reported that negotiations were closed 
in New York last week for placing $500,000 of 
the first mortgage bonds of the Montgomery, 
Tuscaloosa and Memphis road, and that Dean, 
Berry, Boehmer & Co., and their subcon- 
tractors, are preparing to resume the work on 
the extension north of the Montgomery river 
suspended some time ago.

confederate uniform. He was then inclined 
to be weak and puny, but the hardships of 
those four years in the saddle and in the camp 
produced a wonderful change in his constitn- 
tior?. 

From a weak man he became strong, hardy 
and healthy. 

Today he stands as erect as an Indian. His 
chest protrudes like a prize fighter’s, his mus- 
cles are as hard as an athiete’s, and his eye as 
bright and pierceing as a young, happy school 
bov. 

His face, clean shaven, shows not a wrinkle. 
His nose, a sharp acquiline one, gives him a 
Grecian cast, while his thin lips indicate that 
determination, precision and promptness which 
characterized his operations through Virgirfia 
in the early "60s. . 

His name on the register attracted consider- 
able attention yesterday, and several old con- 
federate veterans called to shake hands with 
the man who showed his worth most when Lee 
was hard pushed. ‘To all he was pleasant and 
affable, and to the old soldiers as gentle and 
tender as a woman. 

“Tt’s all over, now,’’ he said to a party of 
gentlemen in his room at the Kimball, ‘‘and I 
ain glad of it. But I must say th&t these days 
in the saddle and the camp were the happiest 
days of my life.”’ 

Then, after a pause of a second, his face 
brightening up, he said: 

“Tt was fun, I tell you, to lead a hundred or 
two bold, reckless riders right into an organ- 
ized army of 20,000 or 30,000, and with sword 
and pistol in hand, cut our way out. Of course 
it was dangerous—extremely so—and no one 
knew it better than we. But, then, we loved 
the excitement, and we loved the cause for 
which we were risking our lives.”’ 

‘‘But did these dashes do any good, Colonel ? 
Did they accomplish anything?” he was 
asked. 

“They never failed to do good. Even when 
we got licked, and that did happen once, in a 
while, it did good. Take, for instance Sheri- 
dan, when he would start up the valley with 
40,000 to 50,000 troops to join tbe main army on 
the east of Blue Ridge. We'd jump into his 
rear and while we could not whip his whole 
army, we could keep him from leaving the 
valley, and by that Lee would haye that many 
less men to fight.”’ 

“How did you happen to go into the army ?”’ 

“I was prompted by the same feeling that 
actuated every true southern man. I saw my 
country at the mercy of the north, and I went 
into the army to defend her. I joined the 
First Virginia Cavalry under J. E. B. Stewart, 
then the colone).”’ 

“But the partisan warfare. I mean ?”’ 

“On, well, that was at first an experiment. 
I was in the regular army, as they choose to 
call it, in ’61 and ‘62. 
was in winter quarters ineast Virginia. I had 
always felt that I could bea leader, so I went 
to Jeb Stewart and unfolded a little plan I had 
conceived. The cavalier heard me through, 
and lent me fifteen men. At that time Lon- 
don, Fauquier and Frederick counties, Vir- 
ginia, were overrun by the yankees. The 
scouting parties went everywhere and any- 
where, and helpless women and children were 
at their mercy.’’ 

Suddenly the colonel almost leaped from the 
chair in which he had been sitting, and began 
striding rapidiy up and down the floor. 

His face was clouded with an ugly and dark 
frown. 

“I thought, as the confederate government 
couldn’t protect them, I’d try, and I did try.”

“Yes, with fifteen men at first, and they

“Of course I had attained what I 
wanted—the respect and confidence of the 
confederacy and the hatred and distrust 
of the union. It is no wonder, then, 
that I soon found my force greatly augmented. 
Young men who were fond of adventure, and 
brave and daring, came to me 
to enlist. Kindred* spirits in the regu- 
lar service secured a transfer 
to my department, and in a 
short time I hada big company. Then I was 
given a regular commission as Captain, and 
Colonel Chapman, of your city here, was made 
my lieutenant. With the compary we dashed 
through the yankee lines, captured scouting 
parties, secured horses, money and clothing, 
and protected the helpless people in the lower 
end of the valley. 

“My command continued to grow, and I be- 
came a major, then a lieutenant-colonel, and 
then acolonel. As I went up Chapman came 
right behind me, and I can now say no officer 
ever hada better, braver or more faithful 
lieutenant than he. I have had in all five 
commissions from the government.”

When Lee surrendered I was in the lower 
end of the valley with about 400 men. Gen- 
eral Hancock was at Winchester with 40,000, 
He demanded my surrender and I declined to 
comply, asking for a ten days’ truce, because I 
wanted to know what General Johnson was 
going tedo. Hancock telegraphed Secretary 
Stanton the situation, saying that he would, 
under a flag of truce, have a con- 
ference with me. Stanton thought Hancock 
intended to come in person, and telegraphed 
the general not to do so, as I would likely be 
guilty of some act of treachery. Later I sent 
Colonel Chapinan with a flag of truce to meet 
Hancock’s man, who was General Chapman, 
of New York. An armistice of five 
days was agreed upon, but when it 
was out we had heard nothing from 
Johnston. Then Hancock -made_ an- 
other demand, and said if I didn’t surrender 
he’d march his army up the valley and de- 
vastate it. I couldn’t surrender honorably, 
because I didn’t know what Johnston was go- 
ing to do; so [ disbanded my army and started 
for the James river. Before getting there L 
learned Johnston had surrenaered and went to 
my father’s home near Lynchburs. General 
Gregg was in charge, and through friends I be- 
gan negotiating for my surrender. General 
Gregg telegraphed to Washington and was told 
to receive me and exe me my parole. This was 
brought to me, and on the day agreed upon I 
went into Lynchburg in a buggy and went to 
my brother’s iaw office. For safety I carried 
my pistols with me and laid them 
down on the table in the office. I 
then sent word to General Gregg that I was 
in town and ready to surrender. 

*‘In the meantime,”’ the colonel continued, 
after a pause, ‘‘General Gregg had been in- 
structed by Stanton to arrest me and send me 
on. Gregg wasan honorable man. He knew 
that [had comeinon his statement that I 
would be paroled, and he sent a man to me 
telling me of his subsequent orders. The man 
said something about arresting me, and I 
picked up my pistols, saying: : 

‘“**T came here to be paroled and—na@t ar- 
rested and I’li kilhthe man who tries to take 
me. 

“‘The man left witha peculiar smile, and I 
got out of Lynchburg. one did not molest 
ine then, but twenty-four hours later sent a 
squad to arrest me. They went to my father’s 
house, but of course I wasn’t there.’’ 

**How was it done ?’’ 

“General Gregg finally got an ordor from 
General Grant to parole me. Then I went in 
and gave up.”’ 

‘You were quite an admirer of General 
Grant’s?”? — 

‘Yes, and I ought to have been. ‘I have 
been censured for it,but not by those who know 
the story. With my parole I went to Warren- 
ton, Va., and sat downtolaw. Every time I’d 
leave the county some petty provost marshal 
would arrest me. It was a. ceaseless annoy- 
aie and great inconvenience, besides being 
a constant source of anxiety to my wife and 
childreh. 

‘‘My wife left home for’ Baltimore, and in 
passing through Washington, without my 
knowiedge, decided to call on President John- 
son. Mrs. Mosby’s father and Johnson had 
been bosem friends before the war, and had 
been in the same congress. She made herself 
known to Johnson, and he not only refused 
her request, but treated her rudely. As she 
was leaving the white house my son Beverly, 
a boy of seven years, said: 

“**Mamma, go and see Genera! Grant.’ 

‘Mrs. Mosby did go and see General Grant. 
He received her kindly and treated her with 
the greatest couriesy. Then, when: he had 
heard Mrs. Mosby through, he wrote me a pass- 
port, which was ever after a protection. And 
I have that letter now in General Grant’s own 
handwriting in my trunk in San Iraucisco.’’ 

And the colonel paused. ‘ 

He was evidently thinking of the kindness 
of General Grant to him. 

“Then in ’72,’’ he went on, “when Grant 
and Greeley were before thejpeople, Grant was 
abused terribly. I took the stump for him to 
refute the abuse, and those were the only 
political speeches lever made. I never ac- 
cepted anything from Grant because I 
promised my people in my speeches I never 
would.”’ 

Colonel Mosby was silent a minute and then 
said: 

‘The firat time I wasin Atlanta was in 1857, 
on Christmas day. I had been to Kentucky 
where I married two days before Miss Clark, 
a daughter of Congressman Beverly Clark. 
Andy Johnson came down on the same train 
with us, and near here there was an accident in 
which his arm was broken.’’ 

““T wish,’ the colonel went on a minute later, 
‘that it had been his neck.”’ 

Then a second later he asked, 

‘‘Where is General Gordon ?”’ 

‘‘He was in the city last week.”’ 

“T should love very much to seehim. I 
love Gordon. He was one of the best soldiers 
lever saw. I would like to take him by the 
hand again.”’ 

‘‘Do you ever meet any of your old foes?” 

“Oh, yes. Only today I met Colonel Otis, 
who is herein Atlanta, and with whom I had 
many a brush and chase in that old valley.’”’ 

“You livein San Francisco now ?”’ 

“Ves, [ am one of the aitorneys of the 
Southern Pacific there. 

‘The colonel is now engaged in a history of 
the war,’’ remarked Colonel Chapman who 
was present. 

“Il am now gathering statistics for my own 
inemoirs, and I hope to not only make the 
book interesting but to prove that partisan 
warfare is one of the biggest branches of the 
service in any strife.” 

Colonel Mosby will leave for Washington 
today.

POSTOFFICE ELEVATOR. 
The Amount Granted Totally Insufficient 
for the Purpose. 

Federal officials say the $7,000 appropriated by 
the amended deficiency bill will prove inadequate 
to finish the necessary apparatus for heating the 
postoftice building. 

The word elevator should never have been in- 
serted in the bill before amendment, as the origi- 
nal appropriation of $125,000 covered that item. 
The specifications for the addition to and gen- 
eral renovation of the building did not call 
for ge, # sewer — sty'e of elevator. The contrac- 
tors, essrs. Thomas and Driscoll, first made ar- 
rangements with the Otis Elevator Company for 
one of their elevators, but subsequently changed 
their minds and purchased another style of ele- 
vator from aCincinnati firm. The latter was 
shipped here, but the government held Thomas & 
Driscoll to their bid, which specified the Otis ele- 
vator,and refusedto accept the one provided. 
The Cincinnati elevator has been in the building 
for months, and will have to be shipped back. A 
representative of the Otis company was here re- 
cently in the interest of his firm, and an Otis ele- 
vator will shortly arrive .and, it is expected, wiil 
be in position in about six weeks. | 

The original appropriation made no provision 
for heating apparatus, but it was thought 
the amount would be ample enough to cover 
everything. When it was found to be insufli- 
cient an insertion was made in the deti- 
ciency bill, providing the amount needed. 
Fifteen thousand dollars, the officials say, would 

plenty, but $7,000 is totally insufficient for the 


purpose. \ 


The Rain in Mississippi. | 
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ESTABLISHED BY THE BABTIST 
WOMEN OF GEORGIA. 


An Institution of Great Promise—Mr. 
Johnathan Norcroses’s Gift of Twenty 
Acres to Build an Asylum. 


The Baptist Orphan’s Home has not been 
much talked of outside the circle of earnest 
women who have devoted themselves to the 
work, but it has been steadily growing, the 
foundation has been laid, and before long we 
will see the superstructure. 

The beginning of the enterprise was Mr. 
Jonathan Norcross’s gift of twenty acres of 
land something over two years ago. 

Ata called meeting of the women of the 
Second Baptist church of Atlanta, on July 
18, 1888, the following letter was read from 
Mrs. Norscross: 

My DEAR SisTERS: Mr. Norcross authorizes 
me to say, that if the Baptist women of Atlanta 
will organize a Georgia Baptist Orphans’ Home 
Association for the purpose of establishing 4 
Georgia Baptist Orphans’ Home near Atlanta, 
will deed to them abont nineteen acres 
of land, three miles from the carshed, 
with the promise or condition that should the 
land fail to be used for the purpose of a Georgia 
Baptist Orphans’ Home,then it is to revert to him 
and his heirs, and he promises to begin by con- 
tributing $100 a year toward the work. Ido hope 
the Baptist ladies will bestir themselves and 8é€- 
cure the advantages accruing from the offer at ap 
early day. Mr. Norcross says he is willing to make 
the deed to the ladies whenever a suitable organ- 
ization is effected, and the necessary plans and 
rules are agreed upon. May God smile upon the 
recone: Bye enterprise and crown it with suc- 
cessand showers of biessings. Your sincere 
friend, Mrs. M. H. NORCROSS. 

The organization was effected on the 3d_ of 
August folllowing, and soon afterward Mr. 
Norcross conveyed to the Baptist women of 
Georgia twenty acres of land, three and a half 
miles from the carshed. The terms of the 
deed were that the property should be used 
for an orphans’ home, and if not soused it 
should revert to Mr. Norcross and his heirs. 
A clause wa put in the deed which allows 
that the property may be sold and put into an 
orphans’ home if it is done within five years. 
Half that time has expired, and two years and 
a half remain, in which the orphans’ home 
will have the option of building there or else- 
where. 

The progressof the work was slow at first, 
and was mostly confined to getting a member- 
ship. Life memberships were established by 
the payment of $50, and the general member- 
ship consists of persons who pay $1 per 
annum. 

By these means, and by contributions of 
various articles, the ladies have been able to 
maintain the home, where they have ten chil- 
dren, und accumulate a fund of $960, which 
they have at interest. 

The contributions now amount to nearly $100 
a month, besides clothing and provisions, In 
January, the amount was $93, and in ¥eb- 
ruary, $94. 

The Baptist women of Georgia are very lib- 
eral with what they have. The home has now 
seventy-five quilts, which came in as dona- 
tions. For the present that is enough quilts. 

The articles needed now are feather pillows, 
clothing, furniture, provisions, etc. 

The house at 50 Capitol avenue has been 
rented for $20 per month, and the rent and 
maintenance A go children only costs $50 to 
$58 a month. Five of the children are at 
school and one of them, who had been to 
school only five months before, was able, with 
some assistance from Mrs. Hatcher’s daughter, 
to prepare herself for the fourth grade in the 
public school. 

The ladies have resolved to make a grand 
effort to raise money for a building. The 
twenty acres will bring something like $10,- 
000, and with the $1,000 on hand, they will 
be able to make a good start. It is proposed 
to sell the land beyond Van Winkle’s factory 
and invest the proceeds in a more eligible site, 
unless some big-hearted man should offer to 
give a site and let this money gointoa build- 
ing. Butitis settled that they are going to 
build, and a great effort will be made at once 
to raise funds. Mrs. Dr. Hatcher, the presi- 
dent of the _ institution, will go to 
the state Baptist eonvention in the 
interest of the orphans’ home, and 
the state organization will be extended. It 
has been suggested that some Sunday be se- 
lected as orphans’ home day, and that on that 
day every Baptist preacher in Georgia make 
an appeal for contnbutions to the building 
fund. ‘Such a concerted effort, followed by a 
vigorous canvass by the Baptist women in 
every community, will raise the money in a 
few days. The ladies are in earnest. They 
propose to raise the money, and they are sure 
to get it. 

In almost every southern state the Baptists 
have an orphans’ home. In Kentucky there 
is a Baptist orphans’ home with 300 inmates. 
In Salem, Va., they are about to build an ex- 
tensive home, and the people have under- 
taken to raise $50,000 forits endowment. In 
other states there are asylums building or 
built. 

Georgia never was behind long in good 
works, and the Baptist women of the state 
sav she shall not bein this matter.

Dark and dreary. 

It evera day dawned that proved more dis- 
agreeable than yesterday, even the oldest in- 
habitant has forgotten it. 

All night Saturday night the rain came 
down with a steady drip, and early yesterday 
morning it had increased to a steady rain- 
storm, with heavy thunder. 

The peal of the church bells came moaning 
dismally through the close and saturated 
atmosphere. 

” The congregations of the churches were 
small and only the most devout church goers 
had the courage to brave the inclement 
weather and venture out upon the mud _be- 
grimed streets and slippery, splashy side- 
walks. 

A Frightened Congregation. 

The congregation of the Third Presbyterian 
church, on Luckie street, sustained a terrible 
fright during the services. 

There was asudden giving away in one of 
the high rock walls next to the church, and 
two windows and a portion of the wall came 
down with a crash upon the floor. 

It is ditticult at present to estimate the dam- 
age done, but it will probably reach several 
hundred dollars. Thisisa sore calamity to 
this church, now @ruggling under difficulties 
to complete their new house of worship, and 
the accident will afford the charitably dis- 

osed of other churches an opportunity to come 
ewan with their contributions. Who will 
help these people to repair their new church? 
The pastor, Kev. A. Re. Holderby, 75 West 
Harris street, will thankfully receive any con- 
tribution that may be offered. 

No one, fortunately, was injured. Mrs. 
Holderby, wife of the pastor, was not present, 
and this seemed providential, as the very seat 
she always occupied was smashed by a large 
stone. 

Members of the congregation went to No. 3 
engine house and secured spades and shovels 
to remove the debpis of the wreck. 


Fifty Feet of Wall Tumbles. 


Yesterday morning fifty feet of the long rock 
wall on Newton street. which sustains the 
foundations of that side of Hall’s big coffin 
factory, tumbled into the street and tlie base- 
ment of the building. 

The accident was immediately reported to 
the proprietor, who gathered up a force of 
hands and proceeded to brace and prop the 
building so as to prevent the falling of the 
entire structure. 

The big rocks fell, crushing in among the 
valuable machinery of the factory, damaging 
it very seriously. 

The building is badly out of plumb, a por- 
tion of it being several feet lower than the re- 
mainder, and the damage, which can hardly 
be estimated as yet, is very heavy. 

The sole cause of the catastrophe was the 
sapping of the foundations by the long con- 
tinued wet weather.

As for the streets and sidewalks in those parts 
of the city that have not been ved, their 
condition beggars description. agons and 
drays cannot pass the streets and pedestrians 
can scarcely pick their way along the slippery 
sidewalks. 

Business Paralyzed.

As to carpenters, mechanics and outdoor 
laborers, who depend on their wages for a 
livelihood, they are beginning to suffer be- 
cause of the stagnation of labor. 

Rents fall due, grocery and provision bills 
are run up, and day after day is the same old, 
weary, monotonous rain. 

Unless there is a change ina few days, many 
honest, laboring people will be reduted to the 
sorest straits.
